Closing one school with their left 
hand, trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District Monday 
night voted to start a search with 
their right for four new school sites 
to service the mushrooming eastern 
side of their district in Yorba Linda. 

The potential sites, three for 
elementary schools and one for a 
new nies school would be located in 
a variety of large ranch-residential 
districts which threaten to explode 
with new homes and new students in 


the not too distant future. 

The potential acquisition could 
add as much as ten cents to the tax 
rate, it was pointed out. 

In a presentation to the board 
given by Dr. John Mullender, 
associate superintendent of admin- 
istrative services for PUSD and 
Patrick Bowman, director of 


planning construction and mainten- 
ance trustees were appraised that 
there is a potential for 3,892 new 
kindergarten through 12th grade 


students from five castern-part-of- 
the-district Yorba Linda ranches. 
“But it’s not the whole story,” 
Bowman warned the _ board, 
‘because there is more land to the 
north and more to the east.” 
Trustees were advised that as 
many as 4.425 single family and 
condominium housing units could be 
built on five Yorba Linda ranches in 
the ‘next two to three years.” 
The numbers presented to the 
board included 2.300) on the 


Kraemer ranch; 630 on Travis; 355 
on Yorba; 800 on Dominguez and 
340 on De Los Reyes. The units are 
projected to hold 2,119 kindergarten 
through sixth grade students; 627 
seventh and eighth grade and 1,147, 
4 through 12. 

Dr. Mullender explained to 
trustees that S and S Industries 
i‘Shapell) in developing the Upper K 
Ranch. 1s expected to set up an 
assessment district to quickly 
‘quire streets, sewers and other 


improvements and that the area 
“should be opened up for 
development rather quickly.”’ 

All of the property discussed 
Monday night would be south of 
Bastanchury Road and does not 
include areas in the far east such as a 
200 acre section with several owners 
and 600 acres that belong to the 
Anaheim Union Water District, it 
was noted.
